$900,000 sought 
In state funds 


Agawam partners with East 
Longmeadow for CDBG grant

AGAWAM — Town officials 
here are working in conjunction 
with the town of East Longmead- 
ow to submit a joint application 
for $900,000 in grant funds from 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Housing and Community De- 
velopment block grant program 
(CDBG). 

The Agawam City Council, at 
its Jan. 22 meeting, held a public 
hearing for the grant application, 
during which time a handful of in- 
dividuals — including a representa- 
tive from Pioneer Valley Planning 
Commission (PVPC), the town’s 
planning department, and several 


residents — spoke in favor of the 
joint venture. 

According to PVPC representa- 
tive Andrew Loew, Agawam would 
be the lead community on the 
$900,000 grant which would fund 
a housing rehabilitation program, 
housing authority improvements 
and ADA self-evaluation transi- 
tion plans in both communities and 
sidewalk improvements for Spring- 
field Street in Agawam. 

“This is a very competitive grant 
program,” Loew told the council. 
“Some of you will remember that 
this is the second year that we’ve 
tried for a very similar grant and 
the third year that we’ve tried un- 
der this grant program.” 

Loew went on to say the grant, if

Fire breaks out in 
Silver Street garage

AGAWAM — A detached ga- 
rage and its contents were dam- 
aged in a fire Saturday, Feb. 2, said 
Agawam Fire Chief Alan Sirois. 

The fire broke out around 11:30 
a.m. at 244 Silver St. The metal, 
shed-type structure — which Sirois 
estimated to be roughly 40 x 80 
feet in size — housed a pickup 
truck, boat and stored parts. The 
fire caused an estimated $100,000 
in property and content damage. 

No injuries were reported. 

It took firefighters just 10 min- 


utes to knock down the fire. 

“Tt was out relatively quickly,” 
Sirois said, adding that because 
of the nature of the contents, there 
was heavy smoke emanating from 
the structure. 

One of the homeowners was 
around, “but was not in the build- 
ing when it caught fire,” he said 

The cause is still under investi- 
gation by Agawam Fire Inspector 
Scott Mitchell and the state police 
bomb and arson squad, but is not 
considered suspicious at this time, 
said Sirois. 

Additional information was not 
made available at presstime.

The small group is led by parish- 
ioner Rebecca Wong, who learned 
of the need for people to cook for 
the Samaritan Inn Homeless Shelter 
in Westfield about two years ago. 

“T found out they would take 
leftover party food and things like 
that so I called and asked if they 
ever needed people to cook. They 
needed people to cover the sec- 
ond Saturday of every month so I 
agreed to do it and we were off and 


and part information session 
— offered a message of hope 
and inspiration against an of- 
ten deadly disease. Iacolo said 
the goal of the overnight Re- 
lay, which will be held Friday 
and Saturday, May 17 and 18 at 
the Agawam High School track 
and sports field, is twofold. 
“We Relay to raise money and 
awareness in the fight against 
cancer so that someday no one 
will ever have to hear the words, 
“You have cancer,’”’ she said. 
Some of those who attended 
the kickoff -— like Agawam 
teacher Kristine Dion — came to 
learn more about what it means 


away,” she said. 

For almost two years, the group 
has bought their food at Costco 
and taken turns bringing in need- 
ed ingredients. Chicken and rice 
is a popular meal to make, which 
means they always get more than 
they need so the 40 people at the 
shelter can get their fill. 

“It was a really good thing for 
us because a lot of the people in 
the church like to cook and people 
from the community who like to 
help come by, too,” said Wong. 

The bunch collectively joked that 
it was boring until Joe DeGrande 
arrived one afternoon. Originally 
from Queens by way of the Bronx, 
the Agawam resident visited on his 
motorcycle after seeing the wel- 
come sign that invites the com- 
munity to help in the kitchen each 
month. 

“T passed that sign for years and 
one day I finally said ’'m going to 
stop by,” said DeGrande. “Some- 
times you need something to stop 


to participate in the Relay. Oth- 
ers, like Southwick residents 
Kerri-Lynn Tichy and Patti 
Phillips, are returning team co- 
captains eager to get started on 
fundraising. 

“We have several fundraisers 
already planned, so we came to 
get an idea of this year’s goal. 
We're excited about getting 
started and got some great ideas 
tonight. We want to raise as 
much money as we can for the 
Relay,” said Tichy. 

“Last year’s Relay was such 
a positive and uplifting event.

Seniors get lesson from local instructor

AGAWAM — Driving a car might seem like second 
nature to many people who have had a license for a 
while, but that does not mean that those drivers don’t 
make mistakes out on the road. And since small mis- 
takes have the potential to create big hazards, one local 
driving instructor felt it was important to educate not 
only young drivers, but older operators as well. 

Gerald Smith, owner of Agawam Auto School, spoke 
to a group of about half a dozen senior citizens earlier 
this week about defensive driving skills to keep them 
safe on the road. 

Smith, 71, opened Agawam Auto School with his 
wife, Anne, in 1981 and has been teaching 16-year- 
olds to drive ever since. Based on his years of experi- 
ence, Smith told the group gathered at Agawam Senior 
Center Monday, Feb. 4, that he believes almost every 
accident that occurs is the result of driver error. 

“Even the most experienced drivers make mistakes,” 
he said, adding that oftentimes, following a crash, a 
driver will claim that his or her brakes failed. “I think 
they failed the brakes.” 

Not having proper equipment or not driving for 
weather or traffic conditions can create hazards, he 
said. 

According to Smith, it is important for all drivers to 
maintain their vehicles to ensure that they are in proper 
working order, thus reducing the potential for an ac- 
cident. Taking your car in for routine maintenance or 
service will give drivers peace of mind, he said. 

“They’ll tell you before you go out and cause an 
accident,” he said. “If you do that four times a year, 
you're not going to have faulty equipment.” 

Likewise, drivers should maintain control of their ve- 
hicles in all weather conditions. Generally, this means 
driving under the speed limit if road surfaces are slick 
in order to compensate for the lack of traction. 

Even the most experienced drivers face equipment 
failures and bad weather conditions, and responding 
appropriately is important in order to avoid an accident. 
However any given time, drivers face unskilled opera- 
tors, unpredictable pedestrians and other drivers who 
ignore traffic regulations. In order to prevent catastro- 
phe, it is important to drive defensively, Smith said. 

He provided the seniors with a printout from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts Driver’s Manual 
with tips on defensive driving. (The full manual is 
available online at www.massrmv.com.) 
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First and foremost, drivers should always maintain 
good vision ahead and around their vehicle and be pre- 
pared to react to the unexpected. 

“You’ve got to be aware,” Smith said. Being able 
to anticipate what will happen on the road — whether 
it’s another vehicle or a pedestrian who might not fol- 
low traffic rules — will give the driver a chance to react 
safely. 

Maintaining a safe driving distance is also important, 
Smith said. As a rule of thumb, he teaches his students 
to leave a space equal to two seconds of distance be- 
tween them and the car in front of them. If you choose 
a marker (such as a street sign) on the road, your car 
should pass it roughly two seconds after the car in front 
of you, he said. 

Two seconds is an accepted distance because typi- 
cally, it takes people 1.6 seconds to react. Because re- 
action time slows with age, however, Smith suggested 
that seniors should leave a three-second space between 
vehicles in order to compensate. 

Other defensive driving tips include: drive at the 
right speed and know when to slow down or stop, al- 
ways wear a Safety belt, and obey the rules of the road/ 
give the right-of-way when appropriate. 

“Driving a car is a dangerous thing,” said Smith. 
“You want to be at the top of your game and give it 
your full attention.” 

Collette Parsons, a resident of Feeding Hills who 
was present for Smith’s talk, asked whether elderly 
drivers would be required to be re-examined in their 
mid-70s to determine whether or not they could still 
safely operate a motor vehicle. 

While family members may request a competency 
test for seniors behind the wheel, Smith said that there 
is currently no law requiring it. However, he suggested 
anyone looking for a refresher visit www.driversprep. 
com to take a free practice exam. 

“Tt’s not a bad idea to test yourself,” he said. 

Smith was brought to the Agawam Senior Center 
by Outreach Coordinator Pam Votzakis, who, for the 
last 10 years, has worked part-time at Agawam Auto 
School as a driver’s ed instructor. 

“Tt’s always good for seniors to do a refresher in 
driving skills to keep themselves — and other people 
— safe,” said Votzakis, who added she believed all driv- 
ers, not just seniors, could benefit from a refresher 
course. 

“As you go through life, you get relaxed behind the 
wheel and sometimes your defenses are down,” she 
said. “That’s a safety issue for everyone.”

AGAWAM -A proposed sporting complex 
located at the site of Crowley Stables, a long- 
time business on Shoemaker Lane, will have 
to go through several permitting steps before 
it is brought to fruition. 

On Feb. 25, the Zoning Board of Appeals 
will look at the proposal submitted by R. 
Levesque Associates representing Don Cam- 
eron (doing business as Plex Sports Park, 
LLC.) who is proposing to construct a large 
soccer complex at 32 Shoemaker Lane. 

According to documents filed with the 
ZBA office, the applicant is proposing to 
build two air-filled domes that would be in- 
flated seasonally to enclose two synthetic 
turf athletic fields, which are labeled “soccer 
fields.” There are four fields being proposed 
for the location, though details are specula-

tive as to whether or not the other two fields 
will also have synthetic turf. 

Currently, the application for a height vari- 
ance is the only one filed with the town. The 
variance application says the overall height of 
the dome would be 80 feet high. The property 
is in Industrial B zone and is only allowed to 
have structures with a height up to 40 feet. 

The property is currently owned by Crow- 
ley Stables and includes a house, barn and 
hoop house. The ZBA application states por- 
tions of the property have been used for ve- 
hicular parking and pastures for equestrian 
activity. 

Levesque’s description of the project states 
that four fields will be constructed and the 
domes will be inflated during the winter 
months to provide adequate shelter so the 
fields can be used during the winter months. 

The property will also receive stormwater 
improvements and a field house for the opera- 


tional functions of the field. 

Thus far, the property has a “Request for 
Determination” performed by the Conserva- 
tion Commission. At the Jan. 24 commission 
meeting, wetland delineations were made 
without any major concerns. The next step 
will be to go through the ZBA process for the 
two domes. 

The Agawam Planning Board is also sched- 
uled to look at the special permit application 
for the domes at its Feb. 7 meeting. 

Even if the dome variance is approved, 
the applicant must go through the full site 
plan review process with the planning board. 
Cameron has yet to file that application. 

Of the four proposed fields, two will be 360 
feet by 225 feet. The other two fields will be 
300 feet by 165 feet. 

The proposed Plex Sports Park will be op- 
erated for use by both youth and adult ath- 
letes in the town of Agawam and throughout 
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the region. 

Levesque touted the proposal of synthetic 
fields because they can be utilized almost im- 
mediately after it has rained and the domes 
will allow for continued use throughout the 
winter for indoor soccer leagues. 

“The proposed facility is unmatched in the 
area and will become a hub for local sports 
enthusiasts from the town of Agawam and 
throughout the region providing morally 
sound and healthy recreation,’ the ZBA ap- 
plication stated. 

Agawam currently has one indoor sports 
facility, Extra Innings, a baseball training 
center with batting cages and areas for pitch- 
ing and field practice. It does not have a full 
baseball field. 

Cameron could not be reached for com- 
ment at presstime.

laughing and helping each other to get the job 
done,” said Galano, a community volunteer 
from Agawam. 

They talked about baseball while tending 
the stove and laughed as they reminisced 
about the first meal they ever cooked, a beef 
stew. 

“That was tough but we’ve gotten a lot bet- 
ter at it since,’ said Nitka. “We get our reci- 
pes from the Internet or cookbooks at home. 
When things work out, we make them again. 
We cook for a large group so we keep to the 
middle of what everyone likes. They get lots 
of pasta during the week so we add vegetables 
and nutrition wherever we can.” 

Members of the small congregation led by 
Pastor Ken Blanchard grow some of those 
vegetables in the property’s community gar- 
den. They will also start a gleaning project 
this year called “Harvesting Hope.” 

“Whenever farmers harvest the fields, they 
leave a lot behind because the harvesters miss 
it or it’s not the right shape so it sits out or 
gets plowed under,” said Fearn. “We’re get- 
ting a group of volunteers from the church 
and community to go back through and pick 
up what’s left and use it to help people or give 
to the food pantry.” 

When everything is ready and the kitchen 
is cleaned up with scraps saved for the com- 
munity garden compost bin, they pack it in 


aluminum containers and drive over to the 
Westfield shelter for 6 p.m. 

“We are doing something very useful, feed- 
ing others and not thinking of ourselves all 
the time and giving to the community. We’re 
hoping our small congregation will grow. 
Helping people out in our mission and that’s 
the most beautiful thing,” said Fearn. 

What’s on the wish list for the volunteer 
kitchen staff? The group mused about signs to 
put up during sports season since the church 
lot is often so full they have no place to park 
but, most importantly, they unanimously 
agreed on people in the community who want 
to join in, whether to cook with them or con- 
tributing baked items, cold salads and side 
dishes for the Samaritan Inn supper.

Agawam seeks CDBG grant funding 
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awarded, will be for a period of 18 months. 


The application is due Feb. 15 and the town 
will find out in June or July if the amount is 
awarded. 

The proposed projects in Agawam are the 
same as last year, said Loew. 

“This is a regional housing rehab program 
so this would be about 16 homes split evenly 
between the two communities or it could 
provide assistance to low- and moderate-in- 
come homeowners to do home repairs,” he 
said, adding that another potential project is 
window and electrical repair at Colonial Ha- 
ven in Agawam and security doors at Inward 
Commons in East Longmeadow. “The third 
shared project would be the Regional Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act (ADA) planning 
project to help evaluate town facilities for 
compliance with the ADA laws so we can 
move forward and help disabled folks get 
around town better.” 

The last piece of the grant would be just in 
Agawam: Designing sidewalk improvements 
on Springfield Street between Franklin and 


Mill streets. 

“This third year, third time’s a charm,” said 
Deborah Dachos, Agawam director of plan- 
ning and community development. ‘“We’ve 
attempted to apply for this grant. We will not 
try again next year.” 

She called the grant “a wonderful source 
of funding” for work that Councilor Cecilia 
Calabrese referred to earlier in the meeting 
regarding sidewalks and ADA compliance. 

Elm Street resident and Agawam Housing 
Authority Commissioner Corrine Wingard 
said the CDBG grant is important for the 
town. 

“Housing authorities have been so sadly 
underfunded by the state for so many years,” 
she said, adding, “Really we need all the help 
we can get.” 

Residents Jill Messick and Magda Galiot- 
sos also expressed their support of the grant 
application. 

The council voted 10-0 in favor of the res- 
olution to authorize Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
to submit the application. Councilor Donald 
Rheault was not present.

AGAWAM - “It’s super important to have 
a Relay in Agawam,” said Feeding Hills resi- 
dent Elizabeth Munardi at the recent kick- 
off for the 2013 Relay For Life of Agawam. 
“There are so many people in this town who 
are affected by cancer. It seems like every 
day we hear about more and more of our 
peers fighting this disease.” 

Munardi, co-captain of Kaine’s Kruisers, 
attended the kickoff with two teammates 
who are also close friends — Bob “Kaine” 
Alves of Agawam, the other co-captain, and 
Laurie Mickna-Hines, formerly of Agawam 
who now lives in Chicopee. Alves is a cancer 
survivor and Mundari’s boyfriend. She was 
his caregiver throughout his recent cancer 
treatment. 

Alves said his team was registered prior to 
the kickoff, but reached its fundraising goal 
within days with a $1,000 donation from 
two friends. His team has since doubled its 
goal to $2,000. 

“One of the reasons ’'m walking at the 
Relay this year is to celebrate more birth- 
days for Bobby,” said Mickna-Hines. “A few 
years back, he helped me through a difficult 
time. I want to help and to support him and 
Beth in any way I can.” 

When Alves, Munardi, and Mickna-Himes 
step onto the track at Agawam High School 
for the 2013 Relay For Life of Agawam they 
will be following a plan launched by Dr. 
Gordy Klatt, a Tacoma, Wash., colorectal 
surgeon. Nearly 28 years ago he began what 
became the American Cancer Society Relay 
For Life. 

In May 1985, Klatt — a marathon runner 
— ran and walked more than 83 miles. Near- 
ly 300 of his friends, family, and patients 
watched as he spent a grueling 24 hours 
circling a track in Tacoma to show support 
for all his patients who had battled cancer. 
Throughout the night, friends donated $25 to 
run or walk with Klatt for 30 minutes. His 
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Agawam Relay more than a good cause 


efforts raised $27,000. 

The next year, 19 teams participated in 
the first team Relay event on a track, raising 
$33,000. Now, more than 4 million people 
around the world participate in 6,200 Relays. 
The Relay For Life of Agawam is among 
236 New England Relays that raised nearly 
$23 million in 2012. 

In about three months, the second annual 
all-night fundraiser will begin. Throughout 
the night, for 16 hours — from 6 p.m. on Fri- 
day, May 17 until 10 a.m. on Saturday, May 
18 — Relay teams will camp out and walk 
the track to fight cancer. The first Relay in 
Agawam attracted more than 40 teams and 
raised nearly $50,000. 

“Tt’s very important to raise funds to fight 
cancer so that others may have the opportu- 
nity to live life to the fullest,’ said Patti Phil- 
lips. The 66-year-old co-captain of the Atti- 
tude of Gratitude team is a 41-year survivor 
of Hodgkin’s disease. 

Friend and co-captain Kerri-Lynn Tichy, 
40 years younger, said they will be back 
in 2013 because of the positive experience 
they had with their first team at last year’s 
Relay. “It’s been such a rewarding feeling to 
know we’re raising money for a true need in 
today’s society. We plan to Relay for many 
years to come.” 

Helen van Riel, community development 
organizer for the ACS, said she’s elated by 
the progress the Agawam Relay made in just 
one year. “We scrambled to put together the 
first kickoff rally last year. Janine and I only 
met a month before the February kickoff.” 

She attributes the Relay’s success to the 
dedication and commitment of Iacolo and 
others on the committee as well as the sup- 
port from the community and the teams. 

Since the Relay was new to Agawam last 
year, van Riel provided much of the guid- 
ance, support, and planning to get it off the 
ground. She said that has all changed for the 
second year. 

“The committee has grown tremendously 
— not just in size but also in enthusiasm and

organizing ability. This year’s kickoff was a 
huge success because so many people spent 
several months planning it. We are way 
ahead of last year in organizing the actual 
Relay.” 

Van Riel said a major difference between 
the Relay and other events is that once peo- 
ple get involved with the Relay they usu- 
ally stay involved. “People develop special 
bonds and friendships through the Relay 
that last for years. They come to the Relay 
to support each other in good times and in 
difficult times.” 

She said even though the first Relay was 
almost 27 years ago, the event continues to 
inspire millions of people every year. “Par- 
ticipating in the Relay not only inspires 
people, but it gives them the strength and 
courage to help others in their families and 
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Relay for Life kicks off in Agawam

on everyone’s faces — even when we walked 
the track at 3 a.m.,” added Phillips, a 41- 
year cancer survivor. Their team, Attitude of 
Gratitude, is again co-sponsored by Allied 
Flooring and Paint, an Agawam business. 

The Relay is all new to Dion. A permanent 
building substitute teacher at Robinson Park 
Elementary School, she decided to go to the 
kickoff after learning about the Relay from 
colleague Andrea Polley, a Relay planning 
committee member. 

“T want to form a team at our school,” said 
Dion. “I came to get some answers, learn 
how the Relay works, and a find out what I 
need to do to form a team.” 

Inspiring messages 

Iacolo provided the answers to these ques- 
tions and more during her kickoff presenta- 
tion. She used a special software program to 
provide an overview of what volunteers and 
teams do during the all-night fundraiser. 

She also highlighted some of the fundrais- 
ing events and activities before, during and 
after last year’s Relay. Interspersed through- 
out her presentation were Relay photos as 
well as video and audio messages from can- 
cer survivors who described what the Relay 
means to them. 

She also shared the 2013 Relay theme 
— “Dream Big. Hope Big. Relay Big” — its 
fundraising goal — 60,000 — and introduced 
members of the Relay’s planning commit- 
tee. 

The most emotional moment of her pre- 
sentation, however, came when she described 
how she became closer to her brother, Jan 
Sadowski Jr. — and how he became her in- 
spiration in the fight against cancer when he 


was diagnosed with an inoperable brain tu- 
mor 23 years ago. 

“He was given two to five years to live, 
endured chemotherapy, radiation, several 
surgeries, and partial paralysis,” she said of 
her brother who died about five years ago. 
“My brother had a spirit like no other. My 
brother could move mountains.” 

Shortly before his death, Sadowski asked 
his sister to make sure she shared his story 
— and his belief — that pity does nothing in 
the fight against cancer, but action does. “I 
took those words very seriously. I believe it’s 
my responsibility to carry on his actions.” 

‘Do whatever you can to help’ 

Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen joined 
Tacolo for the final minutes of her presenta- 
tion. He urged those attending the kickoff to 
recruit more people to participate in the Re- 
lay. Cohen said his mother died from cancer 
14 years ago. 

“IT know how hard it is to lose somebody 
that you love. The Relay is an important 
event, so I hope everybody will spread the 
word to get a lot of people at the Relay. 
Please, go out and recruit people to come, 
because I hope that someday there is a cure 
for cancer. Do whatever you can to help.” 

Also on hand to encourage Relay teams 
was Elizabeth Quigley, an aide to Congress- 
man Richard E. Neal, D-Springfield. She 
read a letter from Neal in which he praised 
the work of the teams, the volunteers, and 
the planning committee for their efforts in 
helping fight a disease that “knows no preju- 
dice.” 

Neal wrote that it is “imperative” to work 
toward the prevention of cancer for future 
generations by raising awareness and money 
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through the Relay. 
A successful kickoff 

Tacolo and Joanna Mineo, an Agawam 
High School student who serves as Relay 
co-chair, said they were thrilled with the 
turnout at the event. By the end of the Relay, 
nearly a dozen teams were registered, with 
more planning to register in coming weeks. 

Robyn Sadowski was one of those team 
captains who registered at the kickoff. The 
Agawam resident began participating in the 
Relay after her brother-in-law, Jan Sadowski 
Jr., spoke at the Springfield College Relay. 

Since then, Sadowski and her husband 
Paul have joined various teams at Relays in 
Springfield, Holyoke, and Chicopee. But at 
Agawam’s first Relay, they had their own 
team for the first time: Jan’s Jokers. “This 
year, I’m a co-captain,” she said. “It’s won- 
derful that Relay has come to Agawam.” 

Iacolo said the enthusiasm of teams and 
the large turnout at the kickoff “is a testa- 
ment to how hard the committee has worked 
to spread the word about the Relay.” She 
considers the kickoff a success because sev- 
eral new teams were registered, many new 
people got involved, and people new to Re- 
lay came to the kickoff. “Hopefully, this will 
mean a larger turnout in May,” said Iacolo. 

Added Mineo, “People who saw, partici- 
pated, or heard about the Relay’s success 
last year wanted to be a part of this year’s 
event. I was very happy with the outcome of 
the kickoff.”

Notes from the Music Room 


The 1969-1970 Agawam High School honor guard.

As I watched the Inaugural Day prelimi- 
nary happenings and all of the American 
flags, it brought back many memories of that 
symbol of our country that was so involved 
in my psyche. 

These began in the early years with Troop 
31 Boy Scouts of America, of which my fa- 
ther was the Scoutmaster. With just a few 
years in the Scouts, there were many in- 
stances where the flag played a prominent 
role. Visits to West Point brought many in- 
stances in this area and led to a first alternate 
appointment, which could only be used if a 
vacancy appeared among the yearly regular 
appointments. 

Participation in music activities continued 
through high school and pre-cadet training 
in the Army Air Corps and ROTC training 
in college. 

With VFW and American Legion sponsor- 
ship through years of drum corps activity, the 
flag received the highest degree of attention 
and was actually a required element in many 


contests. So it would be quite normal for the 
establishment of the honor guard with the 
band at Bennington High School and one of 
the first elements to focus on in coming to 
Agawam. 

The honor guard became a highlight of 
the band’s performance over many years. In 
1969, it expanded when the baton group was 
incorporated into it with sabers instead of 
batons and a line of junior flags was added.

AGAWAM - The Agawam girls 
basketball team let a halftime lead 
go and fell short on offense in the 
fourth quarter as they lost to vis- 
iting Chicopee Comp, 48-45, last 
Saturday morning. 

The Brownies and Colts were 
making up a game that was post- 
poned Jan. 28 due to a snow and 
ice storm and opted to play the 
morning game. 

Agawam showed up in the 
morning ready to play and jumped 
out to a good lead in the first quar- 
ter thanks to some great movement 
in the transitional game by Alycia 
Rackliffe, Paige Preston and Dani- 
elle Stratton. The Brownies kept 
the ball moving and kept on shoot- 
ing. 

Stratton and Rackliffe would 
each nail late baskets in the first 
quarter and Agawam led 16-9. 

The second quarter featured a 
little less offense as the Brownies 
started to feel the pressure by the 
Comp defense and started rush- 
ing more shots at the basket. But 
Agawam’s defense was still equal 


to the task and managed, for the 
most part, to keep the Colts from 
making a comeback. 

After about 4:00 of little activ- 
ity, the scoring got a little more fre- 
quent when Preston was fed an in- 
side pass on the run and scored the 
layup to make it 23-12 Agawam. 

From there, Agawam kept mov- 
ing the ball well with good pass- 
ing. With just under 1:00 remain- 
ing, Margaret Frawley drew a foul 
and was sent to the line. She sank 
two free throws to give Agawam a 
25-15 lead. 

Alexa Smith would sink one 
free throw before the half to send 
Agawam to the break with a 26-15 
lead. 

Agawam would increase their 
lead by outscoring the Colts 13-7 
in the third quarter and the Brown- 
ies headed to the final quarter up 
39-22. 

But the key shooting of Desti- 
nie Montano, Sophie Aponte and 
Kacey Legare brought Chicopee 
Comp all the way back in the 
fourth quarter. Agawam could not 
stop Comp’s offense and they had 
difficulty scoring with the Colts 
pressure on defense.

Lancers cool off Brownies Agawam topples 
Ludlow in finale

AGAWAM -— It was a fierce 
battle for a while, one Agawam 
actually once led, but in the end 
it was Longmeadow ice hockey 
that pulled out the victory 4-2 in 
the first meeting in many years be- 
tween the two schools. 

Longmeadow is often lumped 
into a Division 3 group that in- 
cludes Westfield, East Longmead- 
ow, and Minnechaug, while Aga- 
wam competes in the Division 3A 
with several other area schools. 


The Brownies have shown an 
ability to compete with better 
teams during the past few years 
and put Longmeadow and West- 
field on their independent slate this 
season. 

With an 11-2-1 record heading 
into last Saturday’s game, Aga- 
wam was looking to compete with 
the Lancers. 

And they were very competitive 
in the first period when they bat- 
tled to take the advantage in pos- 
session and shots on goal. Justin 
Lecuyer even scored the first goal 
of the game and gave Agawam the 
lead 1-0 with 4:26 left in the first 


period. 

With Agawam controlling the 
puck, the Brownies let off a fury 
of shots and one rebound went off 
to the right side and met the stick 
of Lecuyer, who quickly let off a 
wrist shot and scored. 

Agawam would head to the 
second period with the lead and 
nearly had the opportunity to ex- 
tend it early on when they received 
a power play. But Longmeadow 
had a strong penalty kill and then 
followed it up by scoring the tying 
goal. About three minutes later, 
the Lancers would strike again and 
lead 2-1.

AGAWAM - There were only 
six matches when Agawam faced 
Ludlow last Wednesday night in 
their final dual meet of the season, 
but the Brownies came out with a 
47-27 victory and the momentum 
heading into this weekend’s West- 
ern Massachusetts Division | Tour- 
nament. 

Several of Agawam’s regulars, 
including Fred Karl-Morin, Zach 
Lamsey and Nick Hope, all had the 
opportunity to rest as they prepared 
for their big meet. 

Connor Liebel was in action 
at 120 pounds, scoring a pinfall 
victory over Ludlow’s Brandon 
Maznik. 

Liebel was in control for most 
of the match, but needed nearly all 
of the second round to finally turn 
Maznik over for the pinfall to give 
Agawam six points. Liebel was 
coming off a huge tournament vic- 
tory in the East Windsor-hosted 
Rodney Smith Classic. 

Brother Brennen Liebel was also 
a champion at that tournament, 
winning the 113 pound crown in 
the 19-team field. Brennen Liebel 
won his match by forfeit against 
Ludlow. 

Chris Dudley filled in for Fred 
Karl-Morin at 160 pounds and suf- 
fered a loss by pin to Brian Cormier 
in the first round. David Rodriguez 
performed well at 170 pounds for 
the Brownies and won his match 


with a first-round pin. 

Chris Ortega competed at 182 
pounds and won in just over one 
minute with a pinfall. 

Alex Leon (145 pounds), An- 
drew Sypit (152 pounds) and Hope 
(285 pounds) all had forfeit vic- 
tories. Patsy Basile (138 pounds) 
and Zach Lamsey (195) did not 
compete and both weight classes 
had double forfeits. 

The Brownies area heading to the 
Western Mass. Tournament with an 
excellent chance at bringing home 
several individual champions. 

Both Liebel brothers have an 
excellent chance of capturing titles 
at their respective weight classes. 
The two have won or placed high 
in several tournaments this season. 
Connor Liebel won his 100th match 
in December and has continued to 
be in cruise control throughout Jan- 
uary. Liebel has won the Western 
Mass.

Karl-Morin had a strong season 
at 160 pounds and has a chance 
to compete well at the big tourna- 
ment.

at night and do something I like.” 

Picard has been with the Chordsmen for 
34 years.

“Tm looking forward to taking our audi- 
ences on a trip to Motown; to revisit that spe- 
cial ‘Sound,’ and perhaps we’ll have them 
dancing in the aisles,” said Rhodes. 
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A Motown retrospective will celebrate the music of the Temptations, Drift- 
ers, Smokey Robinson and more when Vegas superstars Spectrum will 
sing with the Springfield Symphony Orchestra on Saturday, Feb. 9 at 7:30 
p.m. in Symphony Hall.

Dipping into the Detroit songbook, the or-
